As these cities handle about one- 
of the postal business of the 
country, postal officials estimate that 
between three and four million parcel 
post packages were mailed from Jan- 
uary 1 to the 7th.

‘Has Gone Far Enough”

Master Financier Declares Safety in:

Washington, January 10.—That the 
Present concentration of money and 
credit “has gone far enough:” that 
“in bad hands” it would have a bad 
effect upon the nation; that “the safe- 
ty in the situation lies in the pergson- 
nel of the control, and that 
present conditions are “not entirely 
comfortable the country,” were a 
few of the statements made today by 
George F. Paker, master financier, as 
the climax of two days’ examination 
before the house money trust com- 
mittee. But Mr. Baker declared that 
“bad hands” could not retain control. 

These statements, coming at he 
end of a day of routine examination, 
during which Mr. Baker reviewed in 
detail operations of himself, his bank, 
the First National of New York, and 
J. P. Morgan & Co., in the issuance 
of bonds, startled the committee and 
Mr. Baker's counsel, Fesher A. Baker 
and John C. Spooner. 

The committee had gone beyond its 
usual hour of adjournment in order to 
conclude the examination 
Baker. Samuel Untermyer, counsel 
for committee, was wading 
a mass of statistics relating 

issues handled by Mr. 
Baker's associates. Suddenly he 
paused, leaned forward in his chair 
and shot a question at the 75-year-old 
financier, who, despite his long ex- 
amination, was cheerful and confident.

THE CREMATORY SITUATION. 

It was inevitable that a municipal prob- 
lem involving so many conflicting views as 
those held with regard to the crematory sit- 
uation should eventually find its way to the 
courts for settlement.

Felton, one of the most brilliant and pic- 
turesque personalities in the state, and 
Mrs. Russell Sage, whose practical philan- 
thropies are of national reputation. Ag al- 
ready told in The Constitution, Mrs. Felton 
has given the site for the institution, and 
Mrs. Sage has contributed $2,500 as a nuc- 
leus for the plant and its maintenance. She 
could have placed a trust of this nature into 
hands né more competent or consecrated 
to the task. 

For years, it had been a dream of Mrs. 
Felton and her late husband, Dr. W. H. 
Felton, to establish a school wherein the 
mountain girls of north Georgia, many of 
whom now lack opportunity for a life equip- 
ment, should find a door open for them. 
Since her husband’s death, Mrs. Felton has 
been working steadily to that end. The 
assistance tendered by Mrs. Sage will give 
such an impetus to the mission that it 
should be materialized within a short time. 

Knowing, as she does, the needs of Blue 
Ridge Georgia, and possessing wonderful 
executive ability and a state-wide acquaint- 
ance, Mrs. Felton will undoubtedly de- 
velop an institution that will materially ad- 
vance the solution of one of Georgia’s most 
appealing educational problems. 


COMBATTING TUBERCULOSIS. 


According to a statement issued by the 
National Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis almost $19,000,- 
000 was spent last year in campaigning 
against the great white plague. That rep- 
resents an increase of approximately 
$4,000,000 over the sum expended for the 
same purpose during the preceding year. 

The entire crusade against this malady 
affords a graphic illustration of the methods 
of latterday science in dealing with disease, 
as well as the national awakening to the 
part played by co-operation in the achieve- 
ment of progress. 

Publicity, widespread and unremitting, 
has been the chief weapon in attacking 
the sources of consumption and preventing 
its spread. The medical profession has 
only within the past few years discovered 
the full value of the newspaper and allied 
institutions in the prosecution of any spect- 
fied propaganda. 

Quickly following on the heels of the 
revelation that fresh air, sunshine, rest 
and diet were the main ingredients either 
in curing or checking tuberculosis, there 
has been organized a campaign of publicity 
which for persistence, intelligence and 
vigor probably stands unparalleled in cur- 
rent history. Great dailies, magazines, 
country weeklies, bill posters’ associations 
and other mediums have enlisted in the 
war, giving freely of space and ability, to 
the end that a disorder which menaced 
society impartially might be stamped out. 

It would be folly, of course, to claim that 
tuberculosis has been conquered. It stil] 
exacts its annual toll of millions, and is 
likely to remain for some years as one of 
the deadliest curses of the race. But sup- 
stantial advancement has been made in 
lessening its ravages. Methods of early 
detection and of common sense treatment 
have been blazoned to city, town and coun- 
try. Federal, state and municipal govern- 
ments have been roused to their responsi- 
bilities in the premises and are increasing- 
ly meeting ‘them with a greater degree of 
fidelity. If the present pace is maintained 
it should be possible, within the next dec- 
ade and a half, to bring the death-rate 
down to a fraction of its prevailing pro- 
portions. 

The plan that has operated and is oper- 
ating with such success, as regards this es- 
pecial disease, is also available in attack- 
ing the entire range of physical infirmi- 
ties. The twentieth century is likely to go 
down to history as marking a wozld-wide 
awakening to the importance and obliza- 
tion of human conservation.

Negro Dialect Astray 


By SAM W. SMALL 


Now, Booth Tarkington is the latest lit- 
erary malefactor! He has plugged a mulatto 
into his story of “The Flirt,”’ current in The 
Saturday Evening Post, and, as is usual with 
northern authors, he makes a miserable 
botch of the negro dialect. 

After more than forty years of critical 
attention to this particular thing, I cannot 
recall even one non-southern-bred writer 
who has made a passable success with the 
dialect of the negro. Those writers notori- 
ously ares unlearned the psychology of 
the negro mentality and the phraseology of 
his speech. The negro does not feel or rea- 
son. in the conventional Caucasian ways, He 
does not express his sensations by the cus- 
tomary terms that accompany all-white asso- 
ciation. 

A natural negro dialect is as a. reflection 
in shallow, rippling water of the smooth and 
simple speech of the white people to whom 
the negro looks up for example, and whose 
customs and commandments he follows. His 
untutored mental grasp is that of a child. 
He learns the short and simple words and 
phrases, and often can express a rich or 
strong idea in terser and purer Anglo-Saxon 
than many educated white men 
would phrase it. 

The negro—I speak of the negro of the 
south of the past and of the present, away 
the “Yankee schoolmarm” and the 

Afro-American “college”’—acquires 
his work-a-day vocabulary by absorption 
from his environment. It is easily under- 
stood by his “bosses’’ and as lucid as elec- 
tric light to “all dem niggers!’ 

When the normal negro enlarges his stock 
of words it is usually to make a fine mouth- 
ful of a sonorous term or phrase that he 
has heard from superior lips, or to seize 
some tickling trick of onomatopeia with 
which to excite the admiration or envy of 
his associates. 

Negro dialect is correctly written only 
when it is phonetically reproduced in let- 
ters. To do that with any skill and accuracy 
one must know negroes familiarly; in their 
daily life at home and at work, and study 
well their moods and manners when free 
from any artificial incitements. 

When I first began to write negro dialect, 
in the “Old Si’ papers for “The Constitu- 
tion” some thirty-seven years ago, Colonel 
Henry Watterson paid me the compliment of 
saying that those articles contained “the 
best written and most characteristic negro 
dialect yet produced.” 

Our lamented friend, Joel Chandler Har- 
ris, however, was the author of tHe most 
graphic and accurate negro dialect that ig 
known to our literature, and why later writ- 
ers who wish to use negro dialect for any 
purpose do not refer to his works !s a con. 
tinual puzzle to me. 

Negro dialect that is not “nigger talk” 
at all is always absurd and aggravating to 
those who know and value the real article. 
The common stage negro minstrel and the 
northern-evolved fiction negro are both 
abominations. Like the dromedary in the 
menagerie was to the hayseed, “There ain't

A Remarkable Reminiscence of 
Thurlow Weed. 


New News of Y esterday

Each anecdote or incident is fresh from 
Mr. Edwards’ notebook, and, either in whole 
or in part, it constitutes NEW NEWS OF 
YESTERDAY, garnered from the men who 
made the news—the history—or from equally 
authoritative sources. As important contri- 
butions of the “human interest” sort to 
American history, these articles have a dis- 
tinctive vajue all their own. 


“IT was a boy of about 18 years of age 
when TI heard that a court-martial was to be 
held at Albany for the purpdse of trying 
General Hull, who had surrendered Detroit 
to the British a year 
or two earlier, upon 
charges of cowardice 
and neglect of duty.” 

Thurlow Weed, who 
made this statement to 
me, was in one of his 
reminiscent moods when 
I met him one evening, 
in 1879, at his home in 
New York city. He was 
then a little past 80 
years of age. 

“I remember that the 
whole country was ex- 
cited over this court- 
martial, and especially 
that part of the coun- 
try in which I lived, 
which was in the 

E. J. Edwards. neighborhood of Albany. 
Hull had been a very brave soldier in the 
revolutionary war, and it was the reputation 
then gained which caused him to be placed in 
authority in the territory of Michigan about 
the time our trouble with Great Britain 
began—a trouble which culminated in the 
war of 1812. 

“Detroit was the strategic point in the 
northwest, and Hull was expected to hold it 
against all odds, but he surrendered it with- 
out making any defense. 

“I remember reading the reports of the 
trial at Albany, and was greatly interested 
in hearing that Major General Dearborn, for 
whom Fort Dearborn, which stood upon the 
site of what is now the city of Chicago, was 
named, was designated as the president of 
the court-martial. 

“Some of the older men of my town were 
present at Albany during a session of the 
court-martial at which the chief witness 
against General Hull appeared. I overheard 
their conversation. They said that this wit- 
ness told a remarkable story which tended 
to show that General Hull was incompetent, 
cowardly and that he had basely neglected 
his duty when he surrendered Detroit. These 
men said they were satisfied that the testi- 
mony of this witness would convict General 
Hull. 

“There was also a good deal of compli- 
mentary reference to the manner in which 
the man who had been appointed especial 
judge advocate handled his case. He was 
very careful in examining the witness against 
General Hull, He brought out with singular 
ability all of the damaging testimony, some 
of~which was rather reluctantly given by 
this witness. 

“Hull was convicted and sentenced to be 
shot, but President Madison, while approving 
the finding of the court, remitted the death 
penalty. 

‘“But as I look back to that day I think 
the remarkable feature of this court-martial 
was the fact that the man who was especial 
judge advocate and the man who was the 
chief witness were in after years to have 
extraordinary political association and rela- 
tion. 

“For the man who was the special judge 
advocate was none other than Martin Van 
Buren, who was thenin his first fame as a law- 
year and politician. And who do you think the 
chief witness was—the man whose testimony 
Martin Van Buren brought out? He was 
none other than Lewis Cass, who, eighteen 
years later, was to enter the cabinet of 
President Jackson at the time Martin Van 
Buren retired from it to become minister to 
Great Britain. He was also the man who 
was to be the democratic candidate for pres- 
ident in 1848 and against whom Martin Van 
as the candidate of the free soil 


Buren,. 


didacy, defeated Cass for the presidency. 

“Mr. Van Buren afterwards told me that 
in later life he often thought of the cireum- 
stances which brought him and Lewis Cass 
together for the first time, each of them a 
young man, ambitious, not dreaming of the 
future that awaited him. He also told me 
that he did not meet Mr. Cass after the court- 
martial was adjourned in 1814, until he met 
him at Washington, where he went to take a 
place in President Jackson's cabinet as sec- 
retary of war. in 1831.”

WAS BAZAINE TRAITOR 
OR SCAPEGOAT? 


Why did Marshal Bazaine, of France, 
surrender Metz without at least a faint- 
hearted show of resistance? Did he tugn 
traitor to the country that had given him the 
“highest honor with the promise or in the hope 
that Bismarck would make him emperor in- 
stead of Napoleon III? Previous to the 
Franco-Prussian war of 1870, Bazaine was the 
idol of the French nation. Although born a 
rich man, and for that reason would have 
been able to have entered the French army 
with an officer’s commission, yet he preferred 
rather to enlist as a private soldier and to 
earn such a commission. He rose steadily, 
distinguished himself in the Crimean and 
Algerine wars, and was in command of the 
French troops who conquered and held Mex- 
ico for the ill-fated Hapsburgh prince, Maxi- 
millian. 

In 1864 he achieved the French soldier's 
highest ambition—the rank of marshal. 
When the French army was precipitated into 
a war with Prussia, for which they were not 
prepared in any way, and when Napoleon IIL, 
who had taken command of his troops, found 
himself so involved that he was compelled to 
surrender after having been cooped up in 
Sedan, it was then that Bazaine was called 
upon to deliver the country from ruin with 
his army of the Rhine. 


This army, nearly 180,000 strong, com- 
manded by Bazaine, retired into the fortified 
town of Metz. It was not long after their 
occupancy before the town was besieged by 
the Prussians, under Prince Frederick 
Charles. Bazaine made only a faint effort to 
protect himself, and none whatever to £0 
out and give battle to the Prussians, and on 
October 27, 1870, he ran up the white flag. 
To the Prussian commander he surrendered 
his 180,000 men, with all their arms and am- 
munition; three field marshals, 143 generals, 
6,000 other officers, several hundred can- 
nons, and the stronghold of Metz itself. 

It showed either a woeful weakness on 
the part of Bazaine or what may have been 
still worse, the dishonor of a traitor. His 
actions struck France dumb with horror dnd 
set the whole world aghast. That 180,000 
well-armed men should be voluntarily sur- 
rendered, that an almost impregnable fortress 
should be abandoned, passed all belief. None 
could understand how a man of Bazaine's 
Splendid record could have done such a thing. 
The affair will always be a mystery. 


Not beaten, but betrayed, was the feeling 
that existed among the men of the army of 
the Rhine, and all over France the marshal 
was branded as a traitor to his country. The 
kindest opinion expressed was that he was 
merely incompetent. Bazgaine declared his 
men had been starving and were unfit to 
fight, and that he had notified the govern- 
ment to that effect. If he did, his report was 
suppressed. The truth will never be known. 

Bazaine was later tried by court-martial 
on charges of treason and incapacity, and 
was sentenced to be shet. MacMahon, who, 
though he had surrendered Sedan and his 
emperor to the Germans, was soon afterward 
elected president of France, commuted his 
sentence to twenty years’ imprisonment. 
Bazaine escaped in a boat from the prison 
and fled to Spain. At Madrid, whenever he 
appeared at a theater or hall, every French 
official would at once rise and leave the 
house. The former hero was shunned as a 
leper. A mysterious attempt was once made 
to assassinate him. He died of heart disease 
in 1888 at the age of seventy-seven years.

The warn was on in full 
blast then and the old town was largely an 
armed camp, the gateway for hurrying sol- 
diers singly and in commands, and a conge- 
ries of hospitals. 

That day the Augusta train brought in 
some wounded survivors from the bloody bat- 
tlefield of Fredericksburg, in Virginia, and 
hundreds of relatives and soldiers were gath- 
ered at the old depot to receive and minister 
to them. It was a sorrowful New Year's 
day to many of those present, and yet some 
were frankly happy to get back their loved 
ones alive, even if maimed, from the awful 
maw of war.

in the day came straggling over 
the uncertain telegraph wires of that time 
fearsome reports of a still bloodier battle 
on the day before up in Tennessee at Stone 
River. Men, women and children crowded 
quickly to the telegraph and newspaper of- 
fices begging for news of how the fight had 
gone, what Georgia troops were in it, and if 
any of the dead, wounded or missing had been 
named. 

Colonel Jared Whitaker rushed out an 
“extra’—a handkerchief-sized sheet of ‘The 
Intelligencer’—and I got an early bunch of 
ten of them for my New Year's dollar. I 
scurried down to the old Trout house on De- 
catur street and sold them swiftly to con- 
federate officers and others for a 25-cent 
shinplaster each! 

That was some profit-making to a young- 
ster of a dozen years, but by the time that 
I returned to Uncle Jared's office his little 
old press had stopped grinding and the edi- 
tion was exhausted. 

“Open house” was kept that day by a num- 
ber of the elite families of the city in spite 
of the sorrows of the war and military men 
and civilians made the rounds of those hos- 
pitable mansions that were yet able to afford 
the noblesse oblige of New Year’s day. 

My father and I were guests that week in 
the ever generous home of Er Lawshe, which 
was located on the lot now occupied by the 
Masonic Temple, at the corner of Peachtree 
and Cain streets. 

Father was in Atlanta on a secret mis- 
sion for President Jefferson Davis. No one 
in the city then, | am sure, knew the nature 
of that mission except former-Mayors James 
Williams and James M, Calhoun, Superintend- 
ent E. Hulbert, of the Southern Express com- 
pany, and President King, of the Georgia 
Railroad company. I only learned of it in 
after years from my father. 

It seems that President Davis and some of

his close advisers had a fear that the confed- 
erate government might be forced at some 
time before the end of the war to abandon 
Richmond as the capital. Secretly my father 
was sent to consider Atlanta as possibly the 
most central and secure place to which to re- 
move the government should a ,change be 
found necessary. 

A survey quickly proved that Atlanta had 
no possible housings for the government de- 
partments and officiary. The old courthouse 
on the square that now holds the state capitol 
was the only avaijable public building in the 
then small town, and, of course, was ridicu- 
lously inadequate. 

Montgomery was not to be considered, as 
the confederacy had‘ been started there and 
the inadequacy of its accommodations were 
patent. . 

Macon then was larger than Atlanta and 
it was considered—should Richmond fall. 

The program was to utilize in Macon the 
old city hall up on Cotton avenue, the court- 
house at the foot of Mulberry street, the Wes- 
leyan Female college and the deaf and dumb 
asylum buildings, the Ozlethqrpe acadeém 
(afterward used a8 a military fiospital), and 
perhaps Ralston’s Hall theater and the Floyd 
hotel at the corner of Third and Mulberry 
streets 

But the need to change the capital never 
came until it suddenly changed, by the in- 
exorable fortunes of war, into the hands of 
the enemy.

A na- 
tlon-wide crusade has been waged in 
support of this prohibition measure 
and representatives of temperance so- 
cleties, of the Anti-Saloon league and 
th “Woman's Christian Temperance 
union have repeatedly been before the 
judiciary committees of senate and 
house to plead for its adoption. 

States which have no laws against 
the manufacture, sale and storage of 
intoxicating liquors will not be affect- 
ed by this scheme. The prohibition is 
against liquor shipments which are in- 
tended to violate state laws and per- 
mits the state's authority to attach to 
such shipments immediately after they 
cross the state lines. Liquor shipped 
from a wet state may fass entirely 
through a dry state into another wet 
state, but.can not stop in dry terri- 
tory unless intended for the consignee’s 
own use. The burden of proof in each 
case will be upon the state.

Weighing and counting of individual 
pieces of mail matter that go through 
the parcel post, established on the first 
of the year, will come to an end on 
Wednesday at midnight, and after that 
matter carried by the adjunct to the 
United States mail will be handled as 
ordinary letters and other unregister- 
ed mail has been carried since the day 
Uncle Sam took upon his shoulders the 
burden of the post. 

By means of the fifteen-day test the

tail house in the city. As a rule, with- 
in the past few days these parcels 
show attention has been given by the 
patron to correct weighing and the 
use of the right Kind of stamps, as 
well ag the return address, 

“There is one thing, however,” said 
Postmaster McKee, “I wish the patrons 
using the parcels mail would look 
after. Here is a package right in 
weight and measurement. There is a 
long row of stamps—all l-cent stamps. 
It takes the man doing the cancellation 
twenty-seven licks to cancel those 
stamps, A 20-cent stamp, a Sand 2 
would be better for that bundle. That 
is a violin case, and the oftener it Is 
hit the greater are the chances to 
damage it.” 

Superintendent Hart estimates that 
Wednesdav midnight showed the 
heaviest business, both incoming and 
outgoing, the Atlanta office has done. 
At midnight that night the outgoing 
packages numbered 8,063, while the 
incomes aggregated 1,517. 

Not Compiled Thursday. 

“We have not compiled Thursday,” 
said Superintendent Hart. “It takes 
lots of work to reach the exact fig- 
ures for any twenty-four hoyrs, for 
there are many delays.” 

The ten days parcel past work 
shows that the great bulk of the in- 
coming parcels are handled at the At- 
lanta office in the morning, while the 
heaviest of the outgo is worked in the 
afternoon.

not take in the parcels for future con- 
centration at the main office. 

“Take any drug store in the city,” 
said Postmaster McKee. “Why, they 
now have just space enough to handle 
the stamp sale and the mail left there 
for collecting carriers’ calls. The par- 
cel post packages that 
would simply eat up more space than 
they have to let out. We'll find some 
way out of it soon, but just how I 
can’t say right now.”

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SHIP LINES AGREED 
TO MAINTAIN RATES 


‘Oral Understanding Between Steam- 


ship Companies Since January 
1912, States Witness. 


Washington, January 10,—Oral un- 


derstanding to maintain rates between 
the Lamport and Holt line, the Hous- 
ton line, the Prince line, the Barber 
line and Weird and Boy's line, carry- 
in commerce between New York and 
La Plata, Montevideo, has existed since 
January, 1912, according to the testi- 
mony of Paul F. Gerhart, New York 
agent of the Prince line, today, -be- 
fore the house merchant marine com- 
mittee. His line, he further testified, 
had another understanding with lines 
doing business between New York and 
South Africa. In the La Plata trade, 
he declared, there were no rebates and 
no division of territory. 

“The time was when we New York 
agents of the lines were permitted to 
make rates on certain articles,” said 
Mr. Gerhart. “Now they are made in 
London.” 

“When was that change made?” ask- 
ed Representative Humphreys. 

“I should say about two years ago.” 

Speaking of the South African trade, 
witness said he believed there was no 
pooling, but he had no doubt that the 
London office saw to it. that each line 
got its proportion of the trade by 
regulating the trips of the respective 
steamers, 

Mr. Gerhart testified that, with the 
four or five largest New York export- 
ers to La Plata, special contracts were 
made by the lines, and smaller export- 
ers then given the same rates. 

Representative Alexander suggested 
this prevented competition in rates. 

“Rate-cutting is a most unfortunate 
position to be in,” replied Mr. Gerhart. 
“You can’t run steamers unless on a 
paying basis, You can’t do it on a pay- 
ing basis except you have an under- 
standing against cutting rates. We 
have had some bitter experiences.” 

William E. Halm, New York agent 
for the Houston line, testified that a 
London ‘‘conference controlled the New 
York trade to South Africa.” 

“I may savy Know that the freights 
are pooled,” he testified. Subject to 
that conference were the Houston line, 
the Prince line, the Hansa line, the 
Union Clav line and the American- 
African line. He declared not a ship- 
per was dissatisfied with the South 
African service.

FATE OF ARCHBALD 


Final Arguments Concluded in Im- 
peachment Trial of Federal 
Court Judge. 


Washington, January 10.—Impeach- 
ment of Judge Robert W. Archbald, of 
the United States commerce court, to- 
night became the subject of considera- 
tion for the senate sitting as a jury. 
The trial, that has engrossed the at- 
tention of the senate for more than 
four hours a day since December, came 
to an end when Representative Clay- 
ton, of Alabama, concluded the final 
argument of the house managers with 
another appeal for the removal of 
Judge Archbald because of alleged 
misconduct. 

Just as the senate was about to ad- 
journ, Senator Reed, of Missouri, asked 
permission to submit one more ques-~ 
tion-to Judge Archbald as to whether 
or not he had altered the record of 
testimony in the Louisville and Nash- 
ville rate case before the commerce 
court. His correspondence with Attor- 
ney Helm Bruce in this case furnished 
the foundation for one of the articles 
of impeachment. 

Judge Archbald’s attorneys declared 
that if the question was submitted, 
they would require an opportunity to 
make further arguments. A secret ses- 
sion was at once ordered, and at the 
end of more than an hour of debate 
it was announced that the senate de- 
clined to order the question submitted. 

The senate will resume its consider- 


tomorrow. No vote upon any of the 
thirteen separate charges is expected 
until Monday. While the senate will

The full penalty that may be im-

Atlanta’s budget for 19136, said to ap- 
proximate more than $5,000,000, will be 
made up next Tuesday.

New York, January 10.—Weakness 
of the copper stocks had an unsettling 
influence on the general market to- 
day and there was a backward swing 
from yesterda’’s close.

Macon, Ga, January 10.—(Special.) 
A strike of the telegraphers on the 
Southern railway is said to be immi- 
nent, because of the refusal of the 
company to grant the men higher 
wages. A strike vote is now being 
taken and it is said that a large per 
cent of the men favor a’ strike unless 
their demands are met. 

A conference between the officials 
and a committee was held on Novem- 
ber 30, but was postponed until De- 
cember 27, when the officials an- 
nounced that the increase would not 
be granted. Then the men decided on 
the strike vote. The telegraphers ask 
for an 18 per cent raise and better 
working conditions. 

It is sald that since the company 
has installed what is known as lap-~- 
sidings on several of their divisions, 
which are connected with levers and 
operated from thé office of the tele- 
graphers, this puts more work and 
responsibility on the men and they 
argue that they should have more pay 
for it.

He said the boilers of the Staples re- 
cently were inspected and were found 
to be in good condition. 

Assistant Engineer Green Verneuille 
is expected to submit an official re- 
port on the explosion. Under the law, 
the captain is required to make the 
report, but both the captain and chief 
engineer of the steamboat met death 
in the explosion.

CITY COUNCIL ASKS 
PROBE OF 2 JUDGES 


Kansas City Fathers Ask House to 
Investigate Conduct of Federal 
Jurists. 


Washington, January P—The inves- 
tigation gf the conduct of two federal 
judges, Judge Van Valkenburgh, of the 
western district of Missouri, and Judge 
Pollock, of the district of Kansas, was 
asked for today in petitions of the 
common council of Kansas City, Mo., 
Presented to the house by Represent- 
ative Borland, of Missouri. 

The resolutions charge that Judge 
Pollock and Judge Van Valkenburzga 
appointed receivers for the Kansas 
Natural Gas company, which, it is al- 
leged, is controlled by the United Gas 
Improvement company, of Philadelphia, 
were “friendly to the interests, design 
and purpose” of those two companies. 
A further charge against Judge Pol- 
lock is that he issued an order to the 
receivers directing them to charge an 
increased price for gas delivered to 
the Kansas City Gas company. 

Unfair Use of Power. 

The resolutions charge that the ac- 
tions of the judges is an unfair use 
of judicial power and destructive of 
the fundamental rights of the people. 
It is further charged that Judge Pol- 
lock is depriving the people of Kan- 
sas City of light and fuel, 
he is being “aided and abetted” in his 
purpose by Judge Van Valkenburgh. 

The Kansas Natural Gas company 
was a pipe line company and furnish- 
ed natural gas from Oklahoma to the 
Kansas City Gas company, which dis- 
tributed it for 27 cents per 1,000 cubic 
feet. Both companies are alleged to 
be owned and controlled by the United 
Gas Improvement company, of Phila- 
delphi, which, it is said, also controls 
the Welsbach Street Light Company of 
America, upon which application the 
appointment of receivers was made by 
Judge Van ValkKenburgh. 

The Kansas Natural Gas 
claimed the natural gas in 
was becoming exhausted, and that a 
higher price should be charged. The 
resolution declares’ that testimony 
taken in a judicial proceeding demon- 
Strated that an adequate supply of 
natural gas still was accessible. 

Caused Higher Prices. 

On October 9, 1912, according!to the 
resolution, the Kansas Natural Gas 
company obtained from Judge Pollock 
the appointment of three receivers. 
The resolution claims the application 
was made to force the consumers ty 
Pay a much greater price for their gas 
and that the design and purpose of 
the receivership was so plain that 
Judge Pollock could not possibly have 
been ignorant thereof. 

On December 30, 1912, Judge Pollock 
made an order directing the reeeivers 
of the Kansas Natural Gas company 
to refuse to sell gas to the Kansas 
City Gas company unless they received 
at least 31 cents per 1,000 cubic feet.

Is Story of Chinese 
Atrocity. 


Shanghai, January 10.—Thirty-nine 
lepers récently were put to death in an 
atrocious manner by order of the pro- 
vincial authorities of Nanking, prov- 
ince of Kwang-Si. The sufferers were 
shet and their

These advices were received here 
today in letters from the Catholic mis- 
sion at Nanning, dated December 14. 
They said the lepers lived in the woods 
a few miles .outside of Nanning. The 
mission sought permission to build at 
its own expense a lazaretto for them 
and the provincial authorities pretend- 
ing to consent dug a pit in which was 
Placed wood soaked with kerosene. 

At the point of the bayonet the lep- 
ers were driven into the pit and shot 
and the pyre was lighted and their 
bodies burned in the presence of a 
large “eng: The authorities offered 
rewards for the discovery of other lep- 
ers, and hie resulted in the shooting 
of one man afflicted with the disease. 

The governor after the massacre is- 
sued a proclamation in which he ae- 
‘cused the lepers of having committed 
outrages. The letters from the mission 
Say there is no foundation for this 
charge.
